Culture. — Early  in  spring  make  a trench  3 to  4 inches  deep  in  rich,  mellow  soil,  so  arranged  that  no  water 
can  stand  in  it  and  plant  the  seed  in  the  bottom,  covering  at  first  only  1 inch  deep.  Sweet  Peas,  particularly  the 
white-seeded  sorts,  are  often  a little  difficult  to  start.  If  the  soil  is  too  dry  they  will  remain  a long  time  without 
germinating;  if  it  is  too  wet  and  cold  they  will  not  sprout  at  all.  In  soils  at  all  heavy,  or  composed  largely  of  clay, 
put  about  one  inch  of  sand  in  the  bottom  of  the  trench  and  sow  the  seed  on  this,  covering  with  more  sand.  Cover 
the  row  with  a board  to  shed  the  rain  and  protect  the  soil  from  the  hot  sun  but  remove  this  as  soon  as  the  young 
plants  appear. 

When  the  plants  are  2 inches  high,  cultivate  and,  as  they  grow,  gradually  fill  up  the  trench.  When  the  plants 
are  about  5 inches  high  it  is  desirable  to  furnish  some  support  for  the  vines  to  run  on,  preferably  a wire  netting 
firmly  supported  by  stakes  to  prevent  sagging,  but  strings  or  brush  are  often  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  roots  should  not  be  allowed  to  become  too  dry.  Water  applied  thoroughly  once  or  twice  a week,  preferably 
early  in  the  morning  or  in  the  evening,  is  usually  better  than  light  sprinkling  more  frequently.
